The condition of the interned ships, 
after their German custodians had left, 
“was something indescribable; they re- 
flected great discredit upon ‘German 
seamanship, for it would have been 
impossible for any people which really 
loved ships to permit them to deterio- 
‘tate as had these vessels and to become 
such cesspools of filth, says Rear- 
Admiral William §S. Sims in the 
World's Work for July. 

For three years the Germans had 
evidently made no attempt to clean 
them; the sanitary conditions were se 
bad that our workmen could not’ sleep 
on board, byt had to have sleeping 
quarters near the docks; they spent 
“weeks scrubbing, scraping and disin- 
fecting, in a finally successful effort 
to make the ships suitable habitations 
for human beings.

Instead of, that, however, many of .us are em- 


bracing everything else in sight that is em-- 


braceable, including short skirt! 
like. 

Oh, Dear! Oh, Dear! The Bolshevisks are go- 
ing to eat us all raw, without even pepper or 
salt or catsup!’ Wow! Ouch! 

What a ghost! Nothing of the sort is pos- 
sible. Why? Because the people of the United 
States of America would not allow any such 
calamities to happen, not for a minute, as 99 
out of every hundred are against any such fool- 
ishness—yet many worry about it. Such things 
can only prevail where dense nee prevails. 
It does prevail in Russia, where eighty or ninety 
per cent of the people are so ignorant that they 
cannot even read or write.

SHREWDNESS BORN IN Him| PINE STUMPS WORTH MONEY 


Those Left in Cut-Over Lands Are in 
Demand—Yield Many Valuable 
Products, 


Increased demand for naval stores 
and a slight falling off in the supply 
have together caiied attention to the 
value of the stumps left in the flelds 
in cut-over lands of the south, A 
Washington letter of July” 6 told of 
the result of investigation by Clement 
S. Ucker, vice president of the south- 
ern settlement and development or- 
garfization, in the South Atlantic 
states, from which he learned that the 
stumps left In the fields do not die 
with the cutting down of the tree, but, 
on the contrary, continue to draw from 
the soil sap rich with the elements of 
naval stores, 

From these old. stumps may be dis- 
tilled some twenty or twenty-five dif- 
ferent by-products, including rosin, 
turpentine, pine and other‘olls, acetate, 
tar, pitch, alcohol and others. By one 
Process rosin and paper pulp may be 
procured. Other processes leave 4 
residue of valuable charcofl, It seems 
that the destruction by fire of these 
stumps In the clearing up of the land 
is uneconomical. They can be sold for 
enough to pay§for the clearing and 
leave a surplus, so. that we may yet 
see manufacturers of naval stores bar- 
gaining with the owners of cut-over 
land for the stumps upon it and ex- 
tracting them themselves.
